CHAPTER 239.

AN ACT to amend section 1, chapter 148, of the
laws of 1895, making an appropriation to the
state horticultural society.

The people of the stale of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SEcTiON 1. Chapter 148 of the laws of 1895,
is hereby amended so as to read as follows:
There is hereby appropriated the sum of fif-
teen hundred dollars out of the general fund
annually, to the Wisconsin state horticultural
society, and two hundred and fifty dollars an-
nually, for the maintenance of experiment sta-
tions.

SECTION 2. This act shall take effeet and be
in force from and after its passage and pub-
lication.
